The  records  of  the  Embassy  show  that  Mrs,  Weso¬ 
lowski  executed  a  formal  application  for  an  American 
passport  for  travel  to  the  IJnited  States  and  the  Em¬ 
bassy  is  satisfied  that  her  claim  to  American  citizen¬ 
ship  is  legitimate.  On  April  3,  1947  the  Embassy 
requested  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  to  grant' 

Mrs,  Wesolowski  a  permit  to  leave  Poland  and  will 
document  Mrs,  Wesolowski  for  travel  to  the  United  States 
at  such  time  as  the  Ministry  grants  an  exit  permit 
enabling  her  to  leave  Poland, 


It  appears  that  Mrs,  Wesolowski  is  married  to  a 
Polish  national  and  that  under  Polish  law  she  may  be 
regarded  by  the  Polish  Government  as  a  Polish  national. 

As  the  Embassy  understands  that  the  Polish  Government 
is  not  disposed  at  present  to  issue  exit  permits  to  such 
women  who  are  residing  with  their  Polish  husbands  in 
Poland,  the  Embassy  is  unable  to  predict  when  such  dual 
nationalv^  women  may  be  able  to  obtain  permission  from 
the  Polish  Government  to  leave  Poland,  You  may  be  sure, 
however,  that  the  Embassy  will  continue  to  exert  every 
effort  to  assist  women  possessing  American  citizenship  in 
leaving  Poland  when  they  desire  to  do  so. 

Although  Mr,  Marcin  Wesolowski  may  be  eligible  for 
preference  immigration  status,  the  Embassy  is  unable  to 
regard  him  as  having  such  status  until  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service  of  the  Department  of  Justice

In  connection  with  Mr.  Olearczyk’ s  desire  to  arrange 
for  the  transportation  to  the  United  States  from  Poland 
of  his  sister,  the  Department  expects  to  have  a  ship  call 
at  Gdynia  in  the  near  future  to  bring  to  this  country 
all  the  American  citizens  v/ho  desire  to  leave  Poland 
for  permanent  residence  in  this  country  and  v/ho  are 
properly  documented  and  ready  for  travel  at  this  time.
